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To  the  Members  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1961. 

The  Birth  Rate  rose  from  12.0  to  13.3. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  fell  from  31  .9  to  24.3. 

The  Death  Rate  rose  from  12.9  to  15.1. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  fell  from  37.7  to  16.6. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  rose  to  56  of  which  15 
cases  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  Thirteen  of  the  lung 
cancer  cases  occurred  in  males  and  2 in  females.  Although 
these  figures  are  so  low  as  to  be  of  little  statistical  significance  the 
number  of  cases  of  lung  cancer  have  almost  doubled  in  the 
last  twelve  months. 

While  it  is  difficult  for  the  older  individuals  in  the  com- 
munity to  alter  their  smoking  habits  it  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  that  the  young  should  be  discouraged  from 
smoking  cigarettes  at  all.

The  fear  of  a remote  death  from  cigarette  smoking  is  un- 
likely to  deter  the  young.  Indeed  one  has  only  to  visit  a 
cinema  in  the  Island  to  witness  the  serious  position  that 
exists  in  respect  of  the  young  cigarette  smoker.  In  this 
respect  television  has  a lot  to  answer  for.  In  very  many 
programmes  hardly  a move  can  be  made  without  lighting 
up  another  cigarette. 

Health  Education  on  a shoe  string  budget  can  never  hope 
to  match  the  high  power  advertising  of  the  manufacturers. 

A cyclical  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  during  the  year 
involving  473  cases  but  only  1 case  was  serious  enough  to  be 
admitted  to  hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

Removal  of  person  in  need  oj  care  and  attention. 

During  the  year  an  85  year  old  man  who  was  living  alone, 
in  a progressive  state  of  neglect,  in  spite  of  help  afforded  by 
his  neighbours,  was  admitted  to  hospital  under  Section  47 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  again  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support.  My  appreciation 
is  also  extended  to  my  Public  Health  Staff  for  their  unfailing- 
diligence  and  loyal  co-operation.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Public  conveniences  are  provided  at  Bembridge,  Brading, 
Niton  and  Godshill.  All  public  conveniences  are  small  and 
are  maintained  by  part-time  attendants. 

No  additional  conveniences  were  provided  during  the  year 
and  those  in  service  continued  to  function  without  serious 
trouble.  The  usual  incidents  of  abuse  have  arisen  but, 
fortunately,  these  were  the  exception. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Main  sewerage  systems  are  provided  in  Apse  Heath, 
Bembridge,  Brading,  Blackgang,  Chillerton,  Godshill,  Niton 
and  Whitwell. 

DISPOSAL  OF  SEWAGE. 

Apse  Heath  -to  small  Purification  Works. 

Bembridge — Since  the  new  scheme  came  into  operation 

in  1959,  all  sewage  from  the  village  has  discharged  by  way  of 
the  sea  outfall  at  Ethel  Point.  To  avoid  discharge  on  to  the 
foreshore  at  Ethel  Point  during  certain  stages  of  the  tide  and 


under  certain  wind  conditions,  work  was  put  in  hand  to 
construct  a holder  tank  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  sewage 
during  those  times  when  tide  llow  makes  a discharge  on  to  the 
foreshore  possible.  Work  was  in  progress  but  not  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Brading— To  small  disposal  works  in  Wall  Lane,  Brading 
and  effluent  discharges  into  the  river.  During  the  year  about 
200  yards  of  the  main  outfall  from  Station  Road  to  the 
sewage  works  was  relaid.  This  work  was  necessary  owing  to 
settlement. 

Blackgang  -Sewage  discharges  into  a tank  at  the  head  of 
the  Chine  from  where  it  is  pumped  to  a disposal  works  at 
some  distance  from  the  inhabited  area.  During  the  year 
there  was  some  settlement  in  the  main  outfall  at  the  head  of 
the  Chine  and  a short  length  of  this  outfall  had  to  be  relaid. 

Chillerton  To  settlement  tanks  and  land  irrigation 
system.  This  functions  without  trouble  but  cannot  be  con- 
sidered as  meeting  the  demands  set  by  modern  standards. 

Godshill  To  sewage  disposal  works.  During  the  year, 
fairly  large  works  of  repair  and  maintenance  were  carried 
out  at  the  disposal  works  ; this  being  the  first  major  work 
carried  out  since  the  scheme  was  constructed. 

Niton  and  Whitwell  To  disposal  works. 

Small  Sewage  Disposal  Plants  are  provided  for  a numbe1' 
of  the  Council’s  Housing  Estates  at : —

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These  small  plants  are  desludged  at  intervals  of  6 — 9 
months  and  give  rise  to  very  little  trouble. 

Highwood  Lane,  Rookley  : 

A system  of  drainage  serving  a few  cottages  in  Highwood 
Lane,  Rookley,  discharges  into  a settlement  tank  and  thence 
by  means  of  an  effluent  drain  into  a watercourse. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  refuse  collection  service  continued  to  function  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  The  service  covers  the  whole  district. 
A weekly  collection  is  given  in  the  Parishes  of  Brading  and 
Bembridge,  and  a fortnightly  collection  in  all  other  parts  of 
the  district.

BLEAKDOWN  TIP. 


In  the  past  the  tip  at  Bleakdown  has  operated  without  an 
attendant  with  the  result  that  a very  large  amount  of  material 
has  been  brought  in  and  dumped  indiscriminately.  During 
the  year  a man  has  been  employed  on  the  tip  and  a greater 
control  exercised.  Charges  are  made  for  waste  brought  in 
from  other  sources  and  the  tip  is  now  kept  in  a far  more 
satisfactory  condition. 


LITTER  BASKETS. 


Requests  for  the  provision  of  additional  litter  baskets  still 
increase  and  during  the  holiday  period  dealing  with  litter  is 
becoming  a serious  problem.  In  a spread-out  rural  area 
where  there  is  only  a fortnightly  refuse  collection  very  con- 
siderable difficulty  is  experienced  in  giving  the  necessary 
attention  to  litter  baskets.  The  Council  employ  a number  of 
local  people  and  pay  a small  sum  per  year  for  the  emptying 
of  baskets  but  one  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  time  is 
approaching  when  a far  more  comprehensive  scheme  will  have 
to  be  considered. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  SERVICE. 

East  Wight. 

The  Council  do  not  own  a cesspool  emptier  but  hire  a 
machine  when  required  from  Ryde,  Sandown  or  Ventnor. 
A routine  service  is  not  in  operation  but  pits  are  emptied 
upon  application  : — 

1.  If  they  have  not  been  emptied  within  the  past  twelve 

months. 

2.  If  they  are  overflowing  or  are  likely  to  overflow  in  the 

near  future. 

As  we  have  to  depend  on  hiring  from  neighbouring  author- 
ities there  are  times  when  we  have  no  machine  available  for 
urgent  work.  Delays  are  therefore  unavoidable  and  although 
they  are  kept  to  a minimum,  there  have  been  occasions  when 
pits  have  been  awaiting  attention  for  several  weeks.  The 
total  demands  on  the  R.D.C.  are  not  sufficient  to  justify  the 
purchase  of  an  emptying  machine.

Improvement  Grants. 

The  Rural  District  Council  continued  their  policy  of  making 
Improvement  Grants,  and  during  the  year  25  properties 
were  improved  under  this  scheme. 

Assisted  House  Purchase  and  Loans  to  carry  out  repairs  ( East  and 
West  Wight). 

During  1961  loans  were  made  in  respect  of  the  purchase, 
construction,  repair,  improvement  or  alteration  of  84 

properties.  The  total  amount  paid  in  this  respect  was 
£104,500. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOP- 
MENT ACT,  1960. 

There  have  been  very  considerable  negotiations  between  the 
Island  Authorities  in  an  endeavour  to  agree  a standard  set  of 
licence  conditions  and  as  a result  the  issue  of  licences  has  been 
long  delayed.  No  licences  were  issued  during  the  1961 
period.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  was  more  or  less 
resolved,  a standard  set  of  licence  conditions  had  been  agreed, 
and  measures  were  being  taken  to  apply  such  conditions. 
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The  main  camping  area  in  East  Wight  continues  to  be  the 
Bembridge  area  with  approximately  500  caravans  on  the 
major  sites.  In  addition,  a large  tented  area, 'mainly  used 
by  the  Boys’  Brigade  and  other  youth  organisations,  becomes 
occupied  during  the  school  holidays. 

SURFACE  WATER  FLOODING. 

During  very  heavy  rain  early  in  the  year  and  again  in  May, 
there  were  short  periods  of  considerable  flooding.  Practically 
all  the  sewers  in  the  area  were  surcharged  and  serious  flooding 
took  place  in  Bembridge  and  Brading.  In  May  there  was  one 
occasion  when  the  whole  of  the  system  of  Bembridge  was 
completely  surcharged  with  surface  water  standing  6 inches 
deep  over  the  greater  part  of  Sleyne  Road  and  most  of  the 
domestic  waste  gullies  were  submerged.  This  was  a con- 
dition about  which  one  could  do  nothing  beyond  wait  for 
the  cessation  of  rain  and  the  natural  surface  drainage  to  take 
place.

Public  conveniences  are  provided  at  Freshwater  Bay, 
Freshwater  (2),  Totland,  Totland  Bay,  Colwell  and  Alum 
Bay  (by  arrangement  with  the  Needles  Hotel).  All  con- 
veniences are  well  maintained  by  a full-time  attendant. 

Public  conveniences  (chemical  disposal  type)  are  provided 
at  Compton  Bay  near  Freshwater.  These  are  maintained  by 
a part-time  attendant. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Main  sewerage  systems  are  provided  at  Freshwater,  Totland> 
Colwell  Bay,  Yarmouth  and  Shorwell  Village. 

New  sewerage  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Brighstone  and 
Calbourne  were  completed  during  the  year  and  a full-time 
attendant  has  been  appointed  for  the  maintenance  of  these 
works  and  for  Shorwell  sewage  works  and  the  small  sewage 
treatment  installations  throughout  these  parishes.

There  is  a small  sewage  purification  plant  in  Shalfleet 
Village  taking  the  drainage  of  some  twenty  Council  houses  and 
private  properties. 

Small  sewage  purification  plants  arc  provided  at  Porchficld, 
Thorley  and  Newbridge  housing  estates,  and  there  is  a small 
purification  plant  at  Alum  Bay  dealing  with  the  drainage  of 
the  Public  Conveniences,  the  Needles  Hotel  and  tea  rooms. 

Sewerage — Freshwater  and  Tolland. 

The  “storm  relief”  sewer  in  Station  Road,  Freshwater,  has 
been  extended  from  Moa  Place  to  the  junction  of  High  Street 
and  Avenue  Road.  The  work  has  been  done  in  conjunction 
with  the  laying  of  a surface  water  relief  sewer  by  the  County 
Highways  Department. 

Linstone  Chine  Sewer  Outfall. 

Further  temporary  repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  this 
sewer  following  upon  cliff  subsidences.  A scheme  for  the 
diversion  of  this  sewer  to  the  main  sewer  sea  outfall  at  Norton 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

Brook  Sewer. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  old  sewer  which 
carried  both  soil  and  surface  water.  Most  of  the  surface 
water  drainage  has  been  taken  out  of  the  old  sewer  and  a new 
surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid  from  Brook  Farm  to  Brook 
Chine. 

Newtown. 

Improvements  to  the  existing  drainage  system  and  a new 
sewage  purification  plant  has  been  provided  to  the  “Old 
Vicarage”  Estate  at  Newtown  (Calbourne  parish). 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

There  is  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  the  Parishes  of 
Freshwater,  Totland  and  Yarmouth,  and  a fortnightly 
collection  in  all  other  parishes  in  the  West  Wight.  Refuse 
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is  deposited  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  land  reclamation 
area  on  the  east  bank  of  the  River  Yar  estuary  at  Yarmouth, 
the  disused  clay  pit  in  Copse  Lane,  Freshwater,  and  at 
Churchill’s  Quarry,  Shalfleet.
